The application has been amended as follows: Cancel claim 20 and amend 
the followings claims as shown. 

19. A method for splicing tubing having an internal power cable for use 
in providing power to an electric submersible pumping system, comprising: 

coupling an intermediate tubing section between a pair of tubing 
sections of equal diameter to the intermediate tubing section via a pair of 
mechanical connectors; and splicing an internal power cable within the 
intermediate tubing section [.] wherein; 

splicing comprises connecting an upper and a lower segment of the 
power cable to an electrical connector disposed between the pair of 
mechanical connectors. 
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Also, in claims 21, 25 and, 27 delete "claim 20" in line 1 and replace 
with -claim 19—. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
reasons for allowance of claims 3, 6, 7 and, 16 were indicated in the previous 
office action. Regarding claim 8 the power cable delivers three-phase power to a 
submersible motor and pumping system. Regarding claim 19, a method of splicing 
comprising connecting segments of the power cable to an electrical connector 
within sections of intermediate tubing of equal diameter that are further connected 
together by mechanical connectors.
